Petersburgh, Sept. 5. Yelterday the Perfian Ambaflador had public Audience of 
the Czar at the Admiralty-office, to which he was conduéted by Water, by all 
the Yatchts and other fmall Veflels in the Road. Ashe entred the Hall of Au- 
dierice, he fell upon his‘Knees, crawl’d upon them to the Throne ; and after be- 
ing admitted to kifs the Czar’s Robes and his Hand, crawled back again in the 
fame Manner. “Iwas obferved, that when the Czar enquired after the Welfare 
of his Mafter the Sophi, the Ambaffador burft out into ‘lears, 

The Czar, to encourage Foreigners to ferve on board his Fleet, has ordered 
Penfions to be granted to all the Sea-officers Who gave Proof of their Capacity in 
the late Voyage of his Fleet to Revel. 

On the 17th Ult, the Yatchts, Barks and other {mall Craft, failed from hence 
with the Minifters and General Officers on board, by Order of the Czar, to 
carry to Cronflot the firft Pleafure-boat that ever was built at Mofcow, and to 
which he gave the Name .of ‘Little Grandfather. They arrived there next Day, 
when the Emperor only took a View of her from aboard the Galliot that brought 
het: But onthe 23d, after having ordered his Fleet, confifting of 27 Men of 
War, then in the Harbour, to range themfelves inthe Form of an Amphithea- 
tre, he went on board the faid Pleafure-boat, attended by the Count d@” Apraxin, 
Great Admiral, who officiated as Quartermafter ; and by Admiral Cruys, and 
the Vice-admirals Syvert,; Gordon and Menzikotf; who ferved as Rowers. After 


the faid Boat had been rowed out a little Way at Sea by two Shoops, it returnedy 


and was welcomed by a general Difcharge of 3000 Cannon from the Fleet, every 
Ship ftriking her Flag in Turn, and the Boat anfwering every Salutation by three 
{mall Cannon which were on board. Upon the Emperor’s Landing on the Galle- 
ry of the Harbour, which was adorned with Tents, there was a 2d general Dif- 
charge of 3000 Cannon. 

The Czarine and Ladies of Court; faw this fine Scene from one of the Tents; 
and there was a great Entertainment on Shore which lafted till 6 a-clock next 
Morning ; when their Majefties went by Water to Peterfhoff, attended by the 
whole Flotilla, to the Number of 108 Veflels. ‘The Foreign Minifters, who fail- 
‘ ed hence the fame Day, arrived there at Night; and the next Day the Czar was 
fo condefcending, as to offer himfelf to thew them Petershoff with all its Depen- 

neies, 

The firft Thing that prefented it felf to their View, was the Palace of Peters- 
hoff, which is finely fituate upon an Afcent: 'The Czar carried them in to the 
Houfé,» which was furnifhed after the Dutch Way, and adorned with Pidures. 
In one of the Apartments, there is a Chinefe Folding Skreen with double Leaves, 
adorned: with all. manner of Figures, and is a complete Piece. | In oné of the Pa- 
vilions of the Galleries there’s a Chime of Bell-glafs, which the Organift of St. 
Peter’s Tower caufed play a long Time. ‘They are making a Water Engine, 
which will fet it a going without other Affiftance. 

- Then the ‘Czar carried them along by the Bafin of Cafcades to Monplaifr, a 
Houfe by the Sea-fide, on the Right of Peterfhoff, where he generally lodges. ‘The 
Building is {mall,. but very regular and well contrived, having two Galleries ful! 
of all manner of Pictures. 

From hence the Czar carried them to Marli, a Houfe on the Left of Peterfhof, 
as.we crofs the Canal. Here are'Water-{pouts, each a Foot in Diametre,’ which 
throw it up near 40 Foot high: And the Houfe is encompaffed with Bafins and 
Fifh-ponds, which form an elegant Profpect. In the Pavilion there’s a Cabinet 
ef Perfian Wood which they call Ajchinar ; it has a grateful Smell, and the Grain 
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is finely waved, asif it was done by Axe: Here his Majefty'teft the Foreign 
Minifters, telling them they were welcome to take a better Profpect of thefeCu- 
riofities, of which he had only given them a tranfient Glimpfe : Which when they
